boldly  announced  the  other  day.  .ire  prepared

Attempts  are  bemg  made  to 
legally  staMllae  the  prices  of  al- 
moHt  everything  and  the  wages  of 
almost  everybody.  Three  years  ago 
the  grahi'«rowm  of  tha  prairies 
attempted  to  stabilize  the  prices  of 
wheat.  Not  only  did  Uie  attempt 
at  stabilisation  fall  Not  only  did 
the  prices  of  wheat  fall  to  rise,  but 
the  wheat-growers  lost  the  best  and 
surest  maitot  for  thetar  grain  into 
the  barRain.  The  market  of 
course  was  not  lost  entirely,  but  the 
bottom  feB  out  o<  tt,  and  the  task 
■of  mending  the  break  Is 
very  hard.  The  stabilizmg 
ment  has  been  sueeeeded  by  a 

recovery  experiment,  which  in- 
volves limitation  of  wheat  produc- 
tion not  only  in  CaaadB)  but  in 
many  ether  countries.

Hm  fruit-growers  of  the  Okan- 

agan  section  of  Brttl.sh  Columbia 
tried  to  experiment  in  wliat  they 
called  (not  humorously)  eoAipul- 
ory  co-operation  In  the  marketing 
of  their  jHTOducts.  Ttub  manage- 
ment of  tha  fruit  pool  eiahned  that 
the  experiment  was  a  8ucces.s  up  to 
a  certain  point  and  nAght  have 
been  a  sueoass  up  to  the  uHtmate 

point  if  there  had  not  been  pro 
ducers  and  marketers  who  would 
not  aeeept  the  principle  of  eom 
pul.sory  co-operation.  The  weak 
link  m  all  chains  forged  for  the 
purpose  of  binding  htmuin  beings 
together  and  restricting  to 
certain  limited  areas  is  uiat  Uiere 
are  always  tedlviduals  who  seem  to 
believe  that  there  Ls  something 
worth  fighting  for  in  the  principle 
of  personal  liberty  of  action.  Any 
man  who  has  succeeded  in  estab- 
llshmg  a  successful  business  is 
bound  to  resent  arbitrary  attempts 
at  interference  by  outsiders  with 
the  conduct  of  his  business.  Any 
man  who  is  big  enough  to  create 
and  aaanage  a  suooeaaful  bosineas  Is 
not  so  blind  that  he  cannot  sec 
that  in  the  conduct  of  any  busl- 
thers  are  the  interests  of  the 
consumers  of  hl.s  products  to  be 
considered  as  well  as  the  profits  he 
hopM  to  aiaet  for  those  preduels.

One  weakness  or  defect  of  the 
many  schemes  for  compuLsory  co- 
operation and  orderly  marketing  Is 
the  fact  that  the  capacity  of  con- 
sumers as  well  as  the  Interests  of 
producers  must  be  talcsn  mto  con- 
sideration. The  wheat  pools  Ignored 
the  position  of  the  ooosamars  of 
Great    Britain,    with    the  conse- 
quence that  the  products  of  Can- 
ada were  neglected  in  the  British 
market  and    the    product.s  of  the 
Argentine  Republic  and  other  coun- 
tries favored.  Ttm  Okaaagan  fruit- 
ers did  not  .«!top  lotiK  enough 
to  consider  the  possible  position  of 
the  prairie  nensumsts.  and,  aeeord- 
ing  to  the  testimony  of  competent 
observers.  lost  a  considerable  pro- 
pertloa  at  the  praMe  maiket.

Sir, -I  am  j»n-y  to  Irespa.ss  u|X>n 
your  spac^  again  re  above,  but  will 
be  as  brief  as  possible.  After  some 
considerable  delay,  Mr.  Averill  once 
more  returns  to  the  attat^,  waving 
the  banner  with  the  now  strange 
devlca,  'VaoUoa  10;"  inscribed 
thereon  and  atrangely  enough  his 
lance  la  directed  at  the  moat  peace- 
ful of  all  the  great  nations,  the 
British  and  Americm. 

HLs  argument  Ls  that  the  British 
Empire  and  the  United  States  can 
and  should  Insure  and  enforce 
peace,  security  nnd  disarmament  by 
resurrecting  Section  10  of  the  Cove- 
nant of  the  League  of  Nations. 

A  beautiful  dream,  but  one  that 
^nay  easily  dissolve  toto  a  horrible 
nightmare  of  auffering  to  any  na- 
tions putting  their  trust  to  any  such 
chimerical  idea. 

Descending  from  dreamland  we 
find  the  follow uik  fa<"ts'

tieiuiany  will  hv  ni->:r  tDrinldlble 
th.iii  aiiv  of  her  n«ughbors.  She  has 
numitTlcal  superiority,  vast  chemical 
works  which  can  turn  out  iounense 
volumaa  ot  polaon  gaa^  ^nd  oom- 
manlal  alrpteaaa  and  atrrfdpa  iMiich 
can  be  uaed  aa  toatkvmanta  of  de- 
struction. 

Italy  la  not  satisfied  that  she  ob- 
tained enough  by  the  Treaty  of  Ver- 
sailles and  Mu.s.solini,  tlie  most 
forceful  and  astute  man  of  modern 
times,  is  re|)orted  to  have  said,  not 
.so  long  ago.  that  he  "did  not  be- 
ik've  that  permanent  peace  was 
either  possible  or  desirable." 

To  conclude;  there  can  ba  no 
aure  method  of  preserving  peace  set 
up  by  human  agency.  CMy  a  Di- 
vtoa  Dictator  can  do  It.  when  He 
cornea  agato  with  power.  He  will 
put  all  enemies  under  His  feet. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Briti-sli 
Common  wealth  of  Nations  is  shirk- 
ing Its  resiKnisibllltles,  particularly 
Canada,  and  the  League  of  Nations 
Society  is  pursuing  a  mischievous 
and  dangerous  course  in  iK-cioudiiiK 
the  true  state  of  affairs.  The  Brit- 
ish Bmpbe  should  get  together  to 
conference  and  each  imlt  make  pro., 
vialon  for  dotog  Ita  fabr  ahara  for 
common  dotawo.  In  unity  tbara  is 
strength.

U.slng  two  or  three  times  the 
amount,  these  cake  fillings  may  tie 
used  for  flliing  pie  and  tart  shells. 
They  may*  be  ton^d  with  meringue 
or  whipped  cream,  when  suitable. 

TTiese  reclpe.s  include  crram  nil- 
Ings — plain,  with  cocoiuit  and  with 
delicate  fruits;  a  chocolate  cream 
filling,  delicious  and  delicate  lemon 
filling  and  orange  filling;  and  the 
drled-frult  fllUngs  may  be  used  for 
tempting  little  tarts. 

1.  Mix  the  sugar  thoroughly  with 
flour.  (Mixing  a  starchy  material 
like  flour  with  ss  much  or  more 
sugar  separates  all  the  tiny  starch 
grains  and  prevents  them  from 
forming  lumps,  If  kept  In  motion 
while  cooking.) 

2.  Gradually  stir  in  liquid— hot  or 
cold— and  stir  constantly  over  hot 
water  while  filling  cooks  tmtll  It 
thickens  smoothly.  Remember— 

don't  stop  stirring  for  one  moment 
before  that,  or  lumps  will  form;  the 
lime  will  be  .shorter  if  liquid  Ls 
add(xi  hot.  Cook,  stirring  occasion- 
ii  y  until  no  flttvor  of  floor  Ig  en- 
dent. 

3.  Beat  egg  and  stir  hot  filling  into 
it  Slowly.  Never  add  egg  to  filling 
—the  sudden  plunge  into  hot  mix- 
ture would  cook  egg  in  thick  parti - 
eles  or  "curdle"  it.  instead  of  thick- 
ening the  mixture  evenly. 

4.  Return  mixture  to  double  boiler 
and  stir  Ik  few  moments  tmtll  egg 
has  thickened,  then  remove  at  once 
from  the  heat  (over-cooking  will 
curdle  the  egg). 

5.  After  removing  from  heat,  stir 
In  butter;  where  fruit  Juices  like 
lemon  or  orange  are  to  be  added  as 
fUvorlag,  altr  them  in  at  the  same 
time.  If  we  add  scld  fruiLs  to  mix- 
ture before  starchy  mnterlul  like 
eomstartih  or  flour  has  been  fully 
cooked,  the  add  has  the  effect  of 
thinning  the  mixture^

Jured,  as  in  football  or  other  gsm' 
or  from  a  fall,  as  soon  as  thr  mime 
dlate  soreness  and  Inflammation 
stops,  which  is  a  matter  of  a  few 
days  or  two  weeks,  then  movement 
of  the  Joint  and  massage  is  the  best 
treatment. 

Before  any  movement  or  "manip- 
ulation" takes  place  in  the  Joint,  a 
few  minutes  of  heat  should  bo  i^van 
by  means,  of  lamps,  hat  towds,  hot 
shower  tMith  or  other  means.  Then 
the  arm  should  be  moved  gently  up- 
wards, downwards,  and  to  either  side 
by  the  attendant.  This  movement 
should  at  nrst  be  only  for  two  or 
three  minutes  at  a  time,  and  then 
followed  by  the  heat  agate  for  a  few 
minutes.

The  moving  or  manipulating  of 
the  Joint  breaks  down  fine  and 
coarse  little  iMrss  or  adhesions 
which  aliowa  asoas  teovanMnt  in  the 
Joint.  I 
Then,  by  luilng  the  heat  again 
after  this  manipulation,  the  blood 
vesaela  are  kept  more  widely  opon. 
removing  wastes,  and  bringing  more 
freah  or  ptire  blood  to  the  Joint.
